Tnerr are several omissions in the 
Gazette account of the recent Tourna- 
ment in the Council room, which do not 
shed Justro upon the Governor's alleged 
reputation for impurtiality. As the of- 
ficial, revised “ version "—said to be 
“extracted from the local papers”—is 
no doubt intended to be used ag an in- 
fallible and impartial guide for the Se- 
cretary of Stato, it may be as well to 
supplement it for the benefit of the Co- 
lonial Office authorities.

ASSAULT BY A CONSTABLE. 


A Punjaubeo Police Constable, Kisbon 
Singh, No. 696, was charged, on a summons, 
with assaulting Li Asz, a stone cutter, on 
the 8th instant.

The complainant stated that on the 8th 

inst. about 11 a.m. he was inside his mat- 
shed at Tsat Tsz Myi when he heard the 
sound of a pistol. He came out and saw 
the defendant coming toward him with a 
yistol in his hand. ‘The defendant seized 
old of his jaoket_and began to beat him 
with the pistol. Defendant atruck him on 
the arm and hand (showed mark on right 
bond), ‘Witness went to the Civil Hospital 
on the 6th and was still a patient. De- 
fendant said something to him at the time, 
but he did not anderstand him. 

Cross-examined by Mr Wotton, witness 
said there were dome boys there at the time, 
The marks he had shown were caused by the 
blows he got from the defendant. He had 
no qual with the defendant, Had not 
seen him before, ‘The defendant fired at a 
boy who ran into his (witness’) shed; then 
when witnoss came out dofendant beat him. 
Defendant took him to Shaw-ki-wan Station, 
but the Inspector diecharged him. Defen- 
dant accused witness of robbery. 

Chu Sam-mui, a boy nine years of age, 
residing at Tsat Tez Mui, said he knew the 
first witness; he resided not far from wit- 
nesa’ place. He did not seo the first witness 
beaten, 

Li Sam Mui, nine years of age, residing in 
Tsat-tez-mui, said that some days ago he 
was silting outside his house, when the de- 
{fendant abased him. Ho took fright and 
ran buck into the house. Then the first 
witnesa oame ont. Defendant beat him 
with o pistol and then tock him to the 
Station.

without any decision being arrived at. We 
have been informed, however, that a fow 
days sgo the Prime Minisior reported the 
demands of the Coreaa Governmont to Mis 
Majesty the Emperor. We alao hear that 
the Cabia-t have refused all the claims, but 
cannot vouchsafe for the truth of the 
rumour, 

The nobles have been ordered by the 
{mperial Household Department to search 
and report if aoy of them have an autben- 
tioated portrait of Go-daizo Tonno, This 

mperor_is-renowned—in—hi i 
one of the greatest sovercigna that ever 
ruled Japan. He ascended the throne in 
1319 and reigned for thirteen years, He 
was a muo of active and persevering 
character, but had to atrugyle against many 
difficulties, as In his time there were two 
Governments, the northern and the sou- 
thera, existing Ln Japan. 

A recent number of the Choga Shinbun 
‘states ap follows respecting the late at- 
tompts of foreign nations to open up in- 
tercourse with Corea, ‘*Some time ago 
the Corean Government asked the opinion 
of the Chineso statesman Li-flung chang, 
aa to the advantages or disadvantages to be 
derived from opauing the country to foreign 
trade, No satisfactory answor being re- 
ovived, the Ourean Government resolved to 
usk the advico of Japan, and latterly au 
antbassad r arrived in Tokio to oarsy out 
that intention. It now appenre that up to 
the present time, the members of the 
embassy have directed their attentlon to, 
and are now making a careful study of, our 
national affairs and progreas, doubtless with 
a viow to ascertain the benefits or otherwise 
to be derived from friendly intercourse 
with-other countries. Now, if our Govern- 
ment treats these persons with kindnoss 
and good will, it will tend to enlarge and 
grently benefit fature trade between Japan 
and ores. Tho embassy, during an inter- 
view with opr Prime Minister, sald :— 
‘Corea is a small country, and in future 
would wish to have the advice and as- 
sistance of Japan.’ To this so far as wo 
can learn, no answer waa returned. Num- 
erous other officials have visited the Coreans, 
but, as a rule, political subjects have not 
beon commented on, the converaution being 
of a general complimentary nature.” -

“CHINA'S NEW MOVE” 

The American papers to haud by this 
mail ace fell of articles, in narrative, 
opinionative, and apeculative form, re- 
fevring to whut our contemporsries are 
pleased to call “China’s latest move.’ 
This is nothing leas, it is said, than 
ths decision of the Chinese Govera- 
meat to oxtend the commercial activity 
of tho Empire by revoking the 
ancient decree prohibiting subjects 
from engaging in commercial rela- 
tions with foreign ports, and that in 
futuro the greatest latitude will be ac- 
corded Chine merchants who may 
desire to engage in foreign trade. The 
first fruits of this new departure wore 
to be noted in the expected arrival at 
San Francisco, with a cargo, according to 
information laid before the Secretary of 
Btate by tho Chinese Minister, of a 
steamer, tho Ho Chung, owned by Chinese 
merchants, and manned by Chinese offi- 
cers and crew ; this it was represented 
would be the beginning of an active 
stoamer trade botween China and the 
United States, The only information 
the Btate Department had of the matter 
waa in a letter received by the Secretary 
of State from tho Chinese Minister, 
the substance of which was immediately 
communicated to the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The Despatch to Ohen Lan Pin 
from his Government is a circular des- 
patch sent from Peking to all China’s 
representatives abroad, formally giving 
notica that the Government of China 
hag revoked the ancient decrees prohibit- 
ing nutives of the Velestial Empire from 
engaging in commerce with foreign porte, 
and announcing further that in future 
Chineso merchants may trade with 
foreigners at will. The circular inatructa 
Chin Lan Pin in relation to transit 
certificates, concerning which there has 
been, for many years, a difference of 
opinion between the Chinese Government 
and foreign merchants doing business in 
China, The fullest and moat authentic 
account of what this document really is 
and what it-meang-is obtai 
Folix Mursh, Secretary to the Legation

Tho Secretary of Stata wrote to tho 
Treasury statiog that the Department 
hnd been advised by the representative 
of the Government of China at this capi- 
tal that tho Chinese sorew steamer Ho 
Chung, tho first steamer under the Chi- 
nese fag euteridg an American port, was 
soon expected to arrive at San Francisco, 
and to provent any miganderstanding in 
rogard to duties or other charges, ho re- 
quested that propor instructions be issued 
to tho Customs authorities of the port of 
San Francisco to oxtend to that vessel 
the privileges conceded to vessels of other 
nations having troaty relations with the 
U. 8 Government. Sderetary Shetman, 
in acknowledging receipt of thix letter, 
replied that the Collector of the Port 
of San Francisco had heen directed, on 
the arrival of the Ho Chung, to curry 
out the instrujtions ~contained in tha re« 
vised regulations of the Treasury Dopart. 
ment, and to exact alien tonnaye tax at 
the rate of a dollar por ton in addition 
to the tax of 30 cents per ton, 

The Alta California says:—The note 
of the Chinese Minister do2s not state 

whether the vessel ia from one of the 
closed ports of China or from a port open 
to foreigners, In the event the Ho 
Chung hails from a port we ate not 
allowed to trade with, sho will have to 
pry two dollars and eighty conts per ton 
every time sho onters the United States 
from such -port, -The-payment: of alien 
tux will entitle her to entry into our 
ports for twelve months, In any event, 
she will have to pay, in addition to the 
tonnage tax, ten per cent, ad valorem on 
tho value of’ her cargo every time she 
enters & port of the United States, so

18th of April 1606, and was first used
